Oraſmuch as ſince the publiſhing of Our third Proclamation giuen at 
— 1 Roy ſton, the ſixe and twentieth day of Ottober 1615. eſtabliſhing the continuance 
of Pur Farthung⸗Tokens, and pꝛohibiting the vſe of all, oz any other Tokens 
whatſoeuer ; Wee are infozmed, Thatdiners Chandlers and other Tradeſmen 
doe continue the making, vſe and vtterante of their vnlawfull 5 of lead, 
we, bꝛaſſe, oꝛ other mettall,oz matter contrary to Our Command byſeueralPzocia- 

mations fozmerly declared,andin contempt of Our nopal 
a in derogation of Our Pzero e Royal, pꝛetending to be ſurcherged with our 
aro Hh i farthing-tokensfo: wantofaduerechange ot them into ſterling money, which 
: 1 by Our foꝛmer Pꝛotlamation was limitted but fo one yeere onely,fo: the intent 
of the better diſtributing of Our ſaide Farthing-tokens; And whereas the ſaide Chandlers and other 
Tradeſmen, to whole hands the greateſt quantitie ot Tokens are bzought, haue alſo alleadged, thatthe 
iſſuing of Sur laid Farthing⸗tokens from the Makers at the rate of one and twentie ſhillings in Tokens, 
fo: twentie ſhillings in Sterling money, did bꝛeed an intonuentente and a further ſurcharge vnto them, im 
that many foz thegatine of that twelne pence in twentie ſhillings, would take Sur ſaide Tokens by great 
ſummes, and ſo with the lame and ſome money pay handy-craftſmen foꝛ their labour at the weekes end: 
Wee intending to remoouethe negletts abules, and intonuenientes afozeſaid, and that euerie perſon may 
be left without all excuſe, if againe they ſhould pꝛeſume to infringe Our Royall commandement); Doe by 
theſe pꝛeſents publiſh and derlare Our Ropall will and pleaſare, that all points and Artitles contained in 
Our fal foꝛmer Pꝛotlamatious de duely in all things oblerued, perfozmed and kept; and that the further 
vſe ofthe ſaid leaden Tokens, and all oꝛ any other Tokens whatſoener made oz vſed within Hur Realms 
ofEnglandand Ireland, and Dominton of Wales, bee from hentefooꝛth vtteriy luppꝛeſſedand aboliſhed: 
And that Pur Fathing-tokens fozmerly by theſe pꝛelents authoꝛtzed ſhall continue and be without any 
alteration of the tampe, oꝛ pzint now vled, attoꝛding to the intent ot Our ſaid fozmer And 
fathermoze Pur Royall will and pleaſurets; That from hentefooꝛth (in the iſſuing ol Our ſald g⸗ 
tokens) there be ginen but only twentie ſhulings in Farthing tokens foꝛtwentie ſhillings in Sterling mo⸗ 
neys . and that there beeeſtabliſhed a tontinuall rechange foꝛ them within Hur Citie ot London, where 
ur ſaid Tokens ſhall bee iſſued, that all Tradelmen and others recetuing the ſaid Tokens foz Sterling 
money may at all tonuenient times, haue in like manner Sterling money foz Our Farthing : tokens, deline- 
ring in one and twentie ſhillings in Tokens foꝛ twentie — ——
